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DETAILED ACTION 



1 . The amendment filed on January 7, 2002 canceling all claims drawn to the 
elected invention and presenting only claims drawn to a non-elected invention is non- 
responsive (MPEP § 821 .03). The remaining claims are not readable on the elected 
invention because claim 4, from which all the other pending claims depend, is drawn to 
non-elected sequences. Since Applicant elected ONLY SEQ ID NOS: 1 and 2 in paper 
#7, filed August 13, 2001, and since the amendment in paper #10 cancels all claims 
drawn to anything but SEQ ID NOS: 23-32, the amendment is non-responsive. 
Furthermore, it is noted that dependent claims 3 and 7 recite SEQ ID fvlOS: 1 and 2 
along with other sequences. However, these claims depend from non-elected claim 4, 
and recite the isolated nucleic acid molecule of claim 4, which is the non-elected 
sequences. It is suggested that Applicant cancel claims drawn to non-elected subject 
matter, or replace non-elected sequences with either SEQ ID N0:1 or 2 in order to be 
responsive to the restriction requirement.
